This is a very active industrial and manu- 
facturing district. At 1 4th Street and 9th 
Avenue there are wholesale poultry and 
meat houses. New York's fur and florist 
center is located in the area from 6th to 
8th Avenues and from 26th to 30th Streets. 
Although almost deserted at night, it is one 
of Manhattan's most crowded areas by 
day. Poor grade tenements prevail. But 



there are some excellent apartment de- 
velopments. London Terrace, at 23rd Street 
between 9th and 1 Oth Avenues, is one of 
these. There are also a few residential 
hotels in the same rental range as the 
London Terrace Apartments. A small part 
of the 1 4th Street shopping center is on 
the southern boundary of this district. 
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
